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Law enforcement finds 
device described as 'pipe 
bomb' near Shell station 


During the previous seven 
months, Clinton County has had 
to deal with two bomb threats. 

The first came on September 
5, when a threat was called into 
the Clinton County High School. 

A second threat, and one that 
ended up being more credible, 
earned the attention again of 
local and state law enforcement 
this past Saturday night. 

The difference in that 
September threat and the one 


called in Saturday night, was 
an actual explosive device was 
found at the most recent event. 

Albany Police Officer Ricky 
Marcum, along with fellow 
Albany Police Officer Brad 
Cross, were among the first 
officers on the scene along 
with Kentucky State Police 
Troopers Brian Gibson and Jason 
Warinner. 

The officers found the 
explosive device inside a truck 


parked in the Shell Quick Mart 
parking lot, in south Albany. 

The first call regarding the 
posibility of an explosive device 
came in to dispatch at 10:29 p.m. 
Saturday night. When officers 
arrived on scene, a juvenile was 
sitting behind the wheel of the 
suspected pickup truck. The 
juvenile was subsequently cited 
for DUI. 

“Our main objective was to 
apprehend the subjects involved, 
clear the scene and wait for the 
bomb unit,” Marcum said. 

Marcum said once he arrived 
on scene he located the driver 
of the vehicle as well as the 
explosive device which was 
in the glove box of the pickup 
parked in the upper parking lot 
area of Quick Mart Shell. 

At 11 p.m., Saturday night, 
the parking lot of the gas station 
was completely blocked, as well 
as U.S. 127. Albany Firefighters, 
as well as Clinton County EMS 
were on the scene to control 
traffic, directing oncoming 
vehicles to either Tennessee

Youth LEO project goal is to have smoke alarms in every Clinton home 


The Leo Club at Clinton County High School, 
with the help of the American Red Cross and Al¬ 
bany Fire Department, is in the midst of an impor¬ 
tant service-oriented project—that being the hope 
of seeing all homes and residences in Albany and 
Clinton County have an operable smoke alarm in 
their home. 

Katie Beth Williams, a Leo Club member who 
is leading the drive for that CCHS organization, 
explained that the Leo Club is a branch of the Li¬ 


ons Club for teens who wish to become members 
when they get older. It is a non-profit service orga¬ 
nization that takes on service projects in the com¬ 
munity. 

Williams and the Leo Club are sponsored by 
members of the Albany Lions Club for the proj¬ 
ect, specifically her father Mike Williams and 
Albany Elementary Principal Tim Armstrong, the 
latter who is an area official with the American 
Red Cross. Williams said she is following in the 


footsteps of her brother, Jacob, who helped form 
the Leo Club at CCHS. The club currently has over 
25 members. 

The project of supplying free smoke detectors 
to all homes and residences (apartment dwellings, 
etc.) is a major undertaking and involves a lot of 
teamwork, volunteer work and cooperation among 
the organizations involved. 

The free smoke alarms are supplied by the 
American Red Cross, which Armstrong said had 


an unlimited supply. They are specifically installed 
in the homes by members of the Albany Fire De¬ 
partment and instructions on the use of the devices 
are also given to homeowners and residents in the 
home. 

The project is ongoing this week with applica¬ 
tions for city residents being taken from 4-6 p.m. 
each day for all Albany City Limits residents

Stearns working to secure transient fee passage to fund tourism promotion 


With Albany and Clinton County located be¬ 
tween two large lakes in one of the most beautiful 
areas in the state, it is no wonder that the tourism 
industry here is one of importance for revenues to 
the city and county each year. 

In an attempt to increase the tourism and rec¬ 
reation industry and promote the area, Clinton 
County Judge’s Administrative Assistant Penny Jo 
Stearns is attempting to get a tourism board created 
in the county to further promote the area. 


Steams said she first began considering the need 
for a tourism board when applying through the 
Lake Cumberland Area Development District for a 
small $4,000 Flex-e grant through the Appalachian 
Region Commission (ARC) to fund an internet site 
to promote the Albany and Clinton County area. 
Although that grant application was denied, she 
continued to work on the possibility of forming a 
Clinton County Tourism Board. 

The only way such a seven-member body could 


be funded to operate, however, would be via a tran¬ 
sient tax, or a tax levied on visitors to motels and 
restaurants in the county. Most of the tax would 
come from out-of-county tourists who stay at local 
lodging establishments and patronize local restau¬ 
rants. 

The tax amount, according to Stearns, could be 
anywhere from one to three percent on the dollar- 
-or for example, one cent on each dollar spent at 
a restaurant or three cents on each dollar spent on 


lodging at a motel. In short, anyone spending $10 
on a meal would pay a dime for the tax while a $60 
per night motel room tax amount would be $1.80. 

Stearns said that Clinton County was one of 
only a couple of counties in Kentucky that current¬ 
ly did not have some type of tourism board. 

Such a transient tax, however, would have to 
be approved by the county’s fiscal court before a

Little told the Clinton County News in releasing the 
computer generated rendering of the new equipment, 
that she expected the new equipment to be delivered dur¬ 
ing the first two weeks of May, and installation, which will 
be supervised by representatives from the company sup¬ 
plying the equipment, to be completed in about two days 
following delivery.

downs but I had holes in my 
clothes, sweaters and socks that 
had to be patched or darned of¬ 
ten. Grandpa would sometimes 
give me a pair of shoes that had 
been brought in for repair and 
never picked up. I would wear 
them to mow the grass, work 
in the garden or clean out the 
chicken house. 

Patches were put on by 
attaching the “patch”, cutting 
the hole a little larger to cut 
away the weakened threads and 
putting on the patch made of 
like material inside the hole, put 
the edges under and stitched 
by hand. This was equal to the 
pieces of a beautiful quilt made 
by hand. I still sleep under some 
of them today in 2015. 

My uncles Frank, Jim, John 
and Grandpa Abston would 
wear overalls that had patches 
on top of patches. In those days 
a lady would put her clothing 
that needed mending aside and 
reserve a special time to repair 
them. 

My Grandma did neat needle¬ 
work and was an artist with the 
process. 

My wife, and mother of Ed¬ 
win and Fred would do patches 
occasionally but was in the “iron 
on” era and kept the holes fixed. 
Sometimes Sears helped her 
with the knee patches. 

I wore a few patches myself. 

I was always proud of a nice 
patch on my pants and still am 
to this day. Behind every patch 
is a loving mother or wife who 
was an artist in her own way. 

Fast forward.every day in 

Florida I see holes in pants with 
no patches ...all sizes, for chil¬ 
dren and both ladies and men. 
You can see their “hide out” and 
they are not the Lone Ranger.

Representative Jeff Hoover asks 
Governor for committee to study 
teacher retirement during 2015 
Interim Session 


House Republican Floor 
Leader Jeff Hoover, R-James- 
town, Monday called on Gover¬ 
nor Steve Beshear to form a task 
force to begin a comprehensive 
review of the Kentucky Teach¬ 
ers’ Retirement System during 
the 2015 Interim Session. Rep. 
Hoover made his request to Gov¬ 
ernor Beshear in a letter sent to 
his office Monday afternoon. 

“As you know we recently 
ended the 2015 Regular Session 
of the Kentucky General Assem¬ 
bly without reaching an agree¬ 
ment to reform the Kentucky 
Teachers’ Retirement System. It 
is urgent that we learn what struc¬ 
tural changes are needed as we 
seek to fully fund the system,” 
Leader Hoover wrote. “For that 
reason I urge you to take imme¬ 
diate steps to form a bipartisan 
task force of House and Senate 
members, and persons in the 
private sector with expertise in 
pension reform to begin a thor¬ 
ough review during the 2015 In¬ 
terim Session so we can address 
needed reforms during the 2016 
Regular Session.” 

In his letter Leader Hoover 
pointed out that House Republi¬ 
cans have advocated for the last 
two years for a comprehensive 
study of KTRS, first with House 
Concurrent Resolution 179 dur¬ 


ing the 2014 Regular Session, 
and as an amendment to House 
Bill 4 which proposed to bond 
$3.3 billion for KTRS, and join¬ 
ing with Senate leaders during 
conference committee nego¬ 
tiations during the recently con¬ 
cluded 2015 Regular Session. 

“Apparently there is a belie! 
among some that the old ‘borrow 
and spend’ mentality is the way 
to fix the system,” wrote Leader 
Hoover. “I would argue that you 
wouldn’t borrow money to build 
a house without knowing all the 
specific costs, especially if there 
are ways to save money by re¬ 
viewing all aspects of construc¬ 
tion.” 

“For the sake of all Kentucky 
teachers, both our retirees and 
our current educators, we simply 
cannot wait another year to ad¬ 
dress the structural deficiencies 
in the KTRS system,” Leader 
Hoover continued in his letter 
to Governor Beshear. “I stand 
ready, along with the members 
of my caucus, to not only assist 
in your efforts to establish a task 
force but to also serve on it as 
well. The issue of our teachers' 
retirement is of great concern to 
all members of the House Re¬ 
publican Caucus, and I urge you 
to take action immediately.”

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Overton County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment reportedly arrested a 
man wanted in Ohio and recov¬ 
ered stolen property including an 
automobile in an investigation 
last week. 

According to an arrest report 
filed by OCSD Deputy James 
West, Gary Thomas Thompson, 
32, of Massillon, Ohio, was ar¬ 
rested on charges of vehicle theft 
and theft of property. Later, West 
and OCSD Sgt. Shane Barlow 
reportedly found out Thompson 
was wanted as a fugitive from 
justice in Ohio. 

The narrative filed by West 
said he was dispatched to a resi¬ 
dence on Rickman Road in Rick¬ 
man Saturday, March 21 to take 
a theft report. He reported the 
victim was “very upset.” 

“The (victim) informed me 
that earlier in the day she was 
sleeping, and when she got up 
around 1:30 p.m. that many of 
her personal items were missing 
from the residence,” the narra¬ 
tive said. 

Reportedly, the victim had 
noticed that her purse, contain¬ 
ing $200 and credit cards, had 
been stolen. Upon further inves¬ 
tigation, West’s report said the 
victim found other items miss¬ 
ing. Listed as stolen were: 

* A 2003 Oldsmobile Alero 
valued at approximately $5,000. 
The car reportedly had damage 
on the driver side door area. 


* Computer hardware and 
software valued at approxi¬ 
mately $600. The items were de¬ 
scribed as two Hewlett-Parckard 
laptops—one red, the other blue. 

* A set of three diamond rings 
valued at approximately $1,000. 

* Cash in the amount of $600. 

* A ZTE Straight Talk mobile 
phone valued at approximately 
$ 200 . 

* The credit and debit cards 
missing with the victim’s purse. 

Of those items, the Oldsmo¬ 
bile, the mobile phone, and the 
purse—emptied of the credit 
cards and cash—were recovered, 
according to the report. 

The narrative of West’s report 
said the victim has spoken with 
someone who had seen her with 
someone who had her vehicle 
at the Mapco fueling station on 
Willow Avenue in Cookeville 
around 5 p.m. the day the theft 
report was taken. West said the 
victim claimed to have learned 
that Thompson was driving the 
car, and that he planned to take 
it to Manchester. West said he 
called in a BOLO (be on the 
lookout) notice for the vehicle so 
other agencies nearby would be 
watching for it. 

The victim reportedly told 
West that she knew Thompson 
for only three weeks, and that 
she had moved to Tennessee 
from Ohio about a year ago. She 
reportedly told West that Thomp¬ 
son was unemployed and had 
most recently worked for the Bel- 
lacino’s restaurant in Cookeville. 
The victim reportedly told West 
she only knew Thompson’s first 
and last name. 

Using that information, West 
said he called Bellacino’s in 


Cookeville and obtained the 
owner’s approval to confirm 
Thompson was a former em¬ 
ployee. The manager reportedly 
provided West with Thompson’s 
driver’s license number. The re¬ 
port said the number was that of 
an Ohio driver’s license. West 
said when he called in the license 
number to dispatch, it came back 
as a suspended license. 

The following day, West said 
he received a call from the vic¬ 
tim stating she had found out her 
car was parked at an apartment 
complex on South Washington 
Avenue in Cookeville. West said 
he informed Cookeville Police 
Department of the car’s reported 
location, and they dispatched an 
officer to the apartments. 

Roughly 30 minutes later, 
West said he was contacted by 
a Cookeville police officer who 
said the vehicle had been locat¬ 
ed, the report said. West said he 
called the victim again to tell her 
the car had been found. 

The report said West then 
asked the victim if she knew of 
Thompson’s whereabouts, which 
she denied. 

“I did hear a male voice in the 
background of her conversation 
with me,” West noted in the nar¬ 
rative. 

Concerned the victim may 
be under duress, West said he 
informed dispatch that he was 
going to the victim’s residence 
again. Barlow reportedly headed 
to the residence at the same time. 

When the deputies arrived at 
the victim’s residence, the report 
said they asked her again if she 
knew of Thompson’s location. 
The narrative said she denied 
knowing where he was. When 


West said he asked to search 
the residence, he said the vic¬ 
tim became defensive and stated 
Thompson was not in the resi¬ 
dence. 

“She eventually consented to 
a search within the area of only 
the living room and kitchen, spe¬ 
cifically stating not in her child’s 
far back bedroom, and not in her 
bedroom next to the door, which 
we were standing in,” west said. 

West said he searched the 
agreed-upon area, but did not 
find Thompson. He said he point¬ 
ed toward the victim’s bedroom 
door and asked her if Thompson 
was in that room. She initially 
denied that Thompson was in the 
room, the report said. 

“I informed her of the possi¬ 
bility of charging her with false 
reporting if she denies he is in¬ 
side and he is found to be,” West 
said. With the victim still unco¬ 
operative, West reportedly asked 
Barlow to request a warrant, at 
which point she recanted. 

“She then said, ‘Hold on,’ that 
she was wanting to go into the 
bedroom area and would return,” 
West said. 

With Barlow outside keeping 
an eye on the bedroom windows, 
West said he stood at the bed¬ 
room door and heard the victim 
say, “Gary, they told me that they 
could charge me with false re¬ 
porting and that they were going 
to get a warrant.” 

West then said he called for 
Barlow to join him at the bed¬ 
room door, where they waited 
for the victim to come out of the 
bedroom. When she emerged, 
the report said a second wom¬ 
an emerged with her, and the 
deputies reportedly entered the 


bedroom. They did not find 
Thompson, the report said, but 
did notice a bathroom door that 
was closed. The report said the 
other female, who was unidenti¬ 
fied in the report, identified that 
Thompson was in the bathroom. 
West said she also told him that 
Thompson did not have a weap¬ 
on. 

West said, “I ordered Gary 
Thompson to come out of the 
bathroom. The male subject in 
the bathroom said he was not 
Gary and that he was using the 
bathroom. I again ordered him 
to come out. He repeated that he 
was not Gary and that he was us¬ 
ing the bathroom and to give him 
time to finish. 

“Sgt. Barlow and I forced 
entry into the bathroom by kick¬ 
ing the door in,” West continued. 
“Mr. Gary Thompson was sitting 
on the floor with his cell phone in 
his hands.” 

West said after arresting 
Thompson, he learned that 
Thompson was considered an es¬ 
cape risk and had been tagged by 
other agencies as someone likely 
to be carrying a concealed weap¬ 
on. The narrative said Thompson 
had a history of resisting arrest, 
aggravated armed robbery with 
weapons, violent tendencies, and 
drug use and should be consid¬ 
ered armed and dangerous. 

In addition to the theft of 
property and vehicle theft charg¬ 
es, Thompson was reportedly ar¬ 
rested because he was a fugitive 
from Ohio. 



Russell County is getting 
ready to join the massive po¬ 
tential of online booking for ac¬ 
commodations, and almost every 
rental in the area is on board, ac¬ 
cording to Russell County Tour¬ 
ism Director Janette Marson. 

When you’re ready to vaca¬ 
tion, how do you go about de¬ 
ciding where you’re going and 
where you’re going to stay when 
you get there? 

Trends show more and more 
that people know their general 
destination, but will look online 
to see their specific destination, 
and then book accommodations 
accordingly. 

For example, you want to get 
away to the Smoky Mountains 
next weekend, but you don’t have 
a specific destination in mind 
and you’re feeling adventurous. 
If you go online, type Smoky 
Mountains and cabin rentals in 
the search bar. Voila! You will 
most likely reach a website that 
lists tens, hundreds, if not thou¬ 
sands, of possibilities. 

Sure, that sounds like too 
much to handle, but once you 
type in a few details, like how 
many rooms you’d like, do you 
want a balcony? How about a 
hot tub? What price range are 
you looking for? Before you 
know it you’ve found just what 
you’re looking for, you’ve pulled 
out your credit card and booked 
yourself just what you’re looking 
for from the comfort of your liv¬ 
ing room or even your bed on a 
sleepless 2 a.m. night. 

This is the way of vacation 
rentals these days, but it has not 
been for most vacation rental 
lodging in Russell County. Not 
until now anyway. 

Beginning this year most Rus¬ 
sell County vacation hotel, motel 
and cabin rentals in the county 
will become a part of an initiative 
by the local tourism commission 
to allow for online booking, and 
Marson couldn’t be more excited 
for the potential the new venture 
will produce. 

Last summer she began look¬ 
ing at some of the major tourism 
areas across the U.S. and noticed 
that some used a sort of coopera¬ 
tive online booking system. 

She wasn’t certain how or if 
we could make such a system in 
Russell County, being that most 
accommodations are locally 


owned, nor did we have a big 
brand name hotel. After a while 
she set the idea aside, until a new 
member to the tourism board 
brought the subject up again and 
she decided it was time to look 
very seriously into the idea. 

The company she was see¬ 
ing was JackRabbit Systems, the 
“tourism and travel industry’s 
preferred choice for develop¬ 
ment of custom travel search en¬ 
gines for destination and travel 
portal websites” as their website 
describes. 

According to Tom Rickert, 
Executive Vice-President of 
JackRabbit Systems, “We work 
with 258 tourism organizations, 
which is by far the largest. I think 
number two has about 70, and 
then it drops to under 20 after 
that, and they’re all third party 
booking engines. 

“We’ve had a tremendous 
impact on the market,” Rickert 
said. “And no one else has this 
proprietary system to only, 100 
percent of the time, drive direct 
bookings.” 

Other cities and even small 
towns have used this and have 
grown expotentially, Marson 
said, remarking that her under¬ 
standing is much of the explo¬ 
sion in tourism in Gatlinburg and 
expanded areas of Florida were 
due to localized online booking 
websites. 

“They have said that almost 
immediately from the inception 
of the program, businesses book¬ 
ing for lodging will increase 30 
to 40 percent right off the bat, so 
that’s huge for us,” said Marson. 

Rickert explained their ser¬ 
vice this way. “We are a search 
engine and not a booking engine. 
How I mean that is, our technol¬ 
ogy platform does have booking 
solution functionality when a 
visitor inputs their desired travel 
dates and within seconds they 
get a list of properties that have 
availability and the lowest avail¬ 
able price that matches up to the 
desired travel dates for the visi¬ 
tor.” 

So far it sounds like the kind 
of third party booking site you 
may be familiar with, but it’s not, 
according to Rickert. 

“The way that we differenti¬ 
ate ourselves from everybody 
else within the marketplace, and 
not just domestic marketplace 
but global, we are the only solu¬ 
tion that then drives that visitor 
to the hotel’s reservations system 
to complete that reservation di¬ 
rectly.” 

Rickert explained that third 
party booking sites charge fees 
for their service, something his 
service does not do. Yet even the 
smaller rental owners can be list¬ 
ed, even if they don’t have their 
own website. 

“Consumers prefer to book 
direct and they want full trans¬ 
parency in inventory in the mar¬ 
ket,” Rickert said. “And that’s 
what we provide. Our competi¬ 
tors charge the lodging proper¬ 
ties fees and commissions; we do 
not charge them any fees or com¬ 
missions because we license our 
technology to Russell County 
Tourism.” 

Though this is the digital age, 
some still are not that comfort¬ 
able with the internet. For them 
JackRabbit Systems will help set 
up a “micro site” which Rickert 
said they can have set up and the 
business trained to accept reser¬ 
vations quickly. 

“We can provide that to them, 
and it’s a very elegant system,” 
he said. “And we can help prop¬ 
erties get set up, seriously, within 
15 to 20 minutes.” 

“They will have to manage 
part of their inventory, because 
they’ve never accepted online 
reservations before, but this 
opens them up to a whole new set 
of customers that prefer to book 
online.” 

No longer will potential visi¬ 
tors to Russell County be lost 
when it comes to trying to find 
the lodging they’re looking for. 
Once they visit our county’s 
tourism website, available lodg¬ 
ing within the county is a click 
away. 
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Understanding grass tetany

Spring in the Bluegrass is a great time of greening and warming, 
but it’s also a time when livestock producers need to watch out for 
grass tetany, also called spring tetany or grass staggers. Some people 
also refer to it as wheat pasture poisoning, winter tetany or lacta¬ 
tion tetany. Regardless, it’s a condition caused by an abnormally low 
level of magnesium in the blood of livestock. 

Maintenance of normal blood magnesium is completely depen¬ 
dent on absorption of magnesium from the diet. Deficiencies occur 
most often in beef and dairy cows in early lactation that graze lush 
pastures high in potassium and nitrogen and low in magnesium and 
sodium. Affected cattle often have low blood calcium. Typically 
grass tetany occurs when grazing ryegrass, small grains (i.e. wheat, 
rye) and cool season perennial grasses from February through April, 
although it can occur in fall-calving cows. Fast-growing spring grass 
is usually high in potassium and crude protein and low in sodium and 
magnesium. 

The earliest signs are twitching of the facial muscles, shoulder 
and flank. As the blood magnesium level drops, muscles stay con¬ 
tracted, so legs are stiff and rigid and eventually cause the cow to 
stagger and fall. Rapid convulsions or seizures quickly follow, with 
chomping of the jaws and frothy salivation. 

Affected animals lie with the head arched back and the legs pad¬ 
dling. The heart rate may reach 150 beats per minute (normal is 60 
to 80) and can often be heard without the use of a stethoscope. Re¬ 
spiratory rates of 60 breaths per minute and a rectal temperature as 
high as 105 degrees F may result from the excessive muscle activity. 
Animals may stand up and repeat these convulsive episodes several 
times before they finally die. A moderate form of grass tetany can 
occur with milder signs of reduced feed intake, nervousness and re¬ 
duced milk production. 

A veterinarian makes a diagnosis based on history, clinical signs 
and low magnesium levels in the blood or spinal fluid. 

Animals with grass tetany need immediate veterinary treatment. 
Response to treatment depends largely on the length of time between 
onset of symptoms and when treatment begins. 

Producers who want to prevent grass tetany should start supple¬ 
menting feed with a high magnesium mineral at least 30 days prior to 
calving. Cows require 20 grams of magnesium daily or four ounces 
per day of a 15-percent magnesium mineral mix during the late win¬ 
ter and early spring. Don’t let your mineral feeders get empty, be¬ 
cause consistent intake is important for prevention. Kentucky Beef 
Integrated Resource Management (IRM) mineral recommendations 
for free-choice supplements for grazing beef cattle include 14 per¬ 
cent magnesium in the complete mineral mix—all from magnesium 
oxide, no dolomitic limestone or magnesium mica. At least a third 
of your magnesium oxide should be in the prilled form to increase 
palatability. 

In addition to supplying supplemental magnesium, you can do 
several things to decrease the risk of grass tetany. These include: 

1. Soil test and apply fertilizer based on soil test results and use 
no more potassium than recommended, since grasses are luxury con¬ 
sumers of potassium. 

2. Feed legumes that are high in magnesium to help offset the 
problem, although their growth is often limited in late winter. 

3. Feed small amounts of hay and/or grain to cattle on lush pasture 
during susceptible periods or limit grazing to two to three hours per 
day. 

4. Graze the less susceptible or non-lactating animals (heifers, dry 
cows, stocker cattle) on the higher risk pastures.

American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 

Animals (ASPCA) founded by Henry Bergh 

April 10, 1866 

On April 10, 1866, the American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals (ASPCA) is 
founded in New York City by philanthropist and diplomat Henry Bergh, 54. 

In 1863, Bergh had been appointed by President Abraham Lincoln to a diplomatic post at the Rus¬ 
sian court of Czar Alexander II. It was there that he was horrified to witness work horses beaten by their 
peasant drivers. En route back to America, a June 1865 visit to the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals in London awakened his determination to secure a charter not only to incorporate the 
ASPCA but to exercise the power to arrest and prosecute violators of the law. 

Back in New York, Bergh pleaded on behalf of “these mute servants of mankind” at a February 8, 
1866, meeting at Clinton Hall. He argued that protecting animals was an issue that crossed party lines 
and class boundaries. “This is a matter purely of conscience; it has no perplexing side issues,” he said. “It 
is a moral question in all its aspects.” The speech prompted a number of dignitaries to sign his “Declara¬ 
tion of the Rights of Animals.” 

Bergh’s impassioned accounts of the horrors inflicted on animals convinced the New York State 
legislature to pass the charter incorporating the ASPCA on April 10, 1866. Nine days later, the first ef¬ 
fective anti-cruelty law in the United States was passed, allowing the ASPCA to investigate complaints 
of animal cruelty and to make arrests. 

Bergh was a hands-on reformer, becoming a familiar sight on the streets and in the courtrooms of 
New York. He regularly inspected slaughter houses, worked with police to close down dog- and rat¬ 
fighting pits and lectured in schools and to adult societies. In 1867, the ASPCA established and operated 
the nation’s first ambulance for horses. 

As the pioneer and innovator of the humane movement, the ASPCA quickly became the model for 
more than 25 other humane organizations in the United States and Canada. And by the time Bergh died 
in 1888, 37 of the 38 states in the Union had passed anti-cruelty laws. 

Bergh’s dramatic street rescues of mistreated horses and livestock served as a model for those trying 
to protect abused children. After Mary Ellen McCormack, 9, was found tied to a bed and brutally beaten 
by her foster parents in 1874, activists founded the New York Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children. Bergh served as one of the group’s first vice presidents. 

First launching of the space shuttle 

April 18, 1981 

The space shuttle Columbia is launched from Cape Canaveral, Florida, becoming the first reusable 
manned spacecraft to travel into space. Piloted by astronauts Robert L. Crippen and John W. Young, the 
Columbia undertook a 54-hour space flight of 36 orbits before successfully touching down at Califor¬ 
nia’s Edwards Air Force Base on April 14. 

On September 17, 1976, NASA publicly unveiled its first space shuttle, the Enterprise, during a 
ceremony in Palmdale, California. Development of the aircraft-like spacecraft cost almost $10 billion 
and took nearly a decade. In 1977, the Enterprise became the first space shuttle to fly freely when it was 
lifted to a height of 25,000 feet by a Boeing 747 airplane and then released, gliding back to Edwards Air 
Force Base on its own accord. 

Regular flights of the space shuttle began on April 12, 1981, with the launching of Columbia. 
Launched by two solid-rocket boosters and an external tank, only the aircraft-like shuttle entered into 
orbit around Earth. When the mission was completed, the shuttle fired engines to reduce speed and, after 
descending through the atmosphere, landed like a glider. Early shuttles took satellite equipment into 
space and carried out various scientific experiments. On January 28, 1986, NASA and the space shuttle 
program suffered a major setback when the Challenger exploded 74 seconds after takeoff and all seven 
people aboard were killed. 

In September 1988, space shuttle flights resumed with the successful launching of the Discovery. 
In subsequent years, the space shuttle carried out numerous important missions, such as the repair and 
maintenance of the Hubble Space Telescope and the construction and manning of the International Space 
Station. 

A tragedy in space again rocked the nation on February 1, 2003, when Columbia, on its 28th mis¬ 
sion, disintegrated during re-entry of the earth’s atmosphere. All seven astronauts aboard were killed. In 
the aftermath, the space-shuttle program was grounded until Discovery returned to space in July 2005, 
amid concerns that the problems that had downed Columbia had not yet been fully solved.

High school students to learn facts of life on highways 

Students at Clinton County High School will have front row seats Thursday, April 14, 1 p.m. when 
some of their classmates learn the facts of life on the highways. 

Howard Thrasher said the event will be in the nature of a test-demonstration, designed to disprove 
the old notion that a car can be “stopped on a dime.” 

Two students, a faculty member, and a policeman will take turns at the wheel of a specially equipped 
car — and they’ll bring it to an emergency stop while traveling at 20, 30, or 40 miles an hour. Other stu¬ 
dents will check results. 

The car is equipped so that distances can be measured accurately An emergency signal light is 
mounted on the hood and three pistols are fastened to the front bumper. Aimed straight at the pavement, 
the pistols fire bullets of yellow paint which mark points at which the driver (1) sees the signal, (2) slams 
on the brakes, and (3) stops the car. 

The demonstrations will be preceded by a student assembly during which students will be briefed on 
the demonstration and hear an illustrated talk on the importance of driver attitudes.

board could be put into place- 
-something that apparently has 
been attempted here in the past 
and failed. 


As many as one-third of Kentucky’s rural hospitals are in poor 
financial shape, and the survival of some will likely depend on their 
willingness to adopt new business models, state Auditor Adam Edel- 
en said recently. 

Unveiling a nine-month study, Edelen said 15 of 44 hospitals ex¬ 
amined were in “poor financial health” and warned, “Closure may be 
an unfortunate reality for some.” 

The study did not include 22 of the 66 Kentucky hospitals that are 
located outside metropolitan areas. Edelen said those hospitals are 
mainly privately owned. If they had been included, Kentucky Hospi¬ 
tal Association CEO Michael Rust said, the financial picture “would 
be better, but I don’t think they would be substantially different.” 

Gov. Steve Beshear said the report was “a dated snapshot” be¬ 
cause its most recent data was from 2013, before federal health re¬ 
form was fully implemented. “Conditions are no longer the same,” 
Beshear said in a news release. “Hospitals received more than $506 
million in 2014 through new Medicaid expansion payments, while 
seeing significant reductions in uncompensated care costs. These are 
huge changes to hospitals’ bottom lines that are not shown here.” 

Edelen, who was Beshear’s first chief of staff, said the full effect 
of federal health reform isn’t certain. His report noted that Kentucky 
hospitals have had higher-than-average penalties from Medicare for 
readmitting patients within 30 days, a newly implemented feature of 
the law. Forty of the 63 hospitals penalized were rural, and nine of 
the 39 in the U.S. that got the maximum penalty were in Kentucky. 

“This report doesn’t speak to causation,” by the reform law or 
the state’s relatively new managed-care system for Medicaid, Edelen 
said, it is “not a rebuke” of either, but provides “a baseline for moni¬ 
toring” by policy-makers at the state and local levels. 

The report says that to survive, rural hospitals must adopt to new 
business models, such as merging with larger hospitals or hiring 
them as managers, forming coalitions, or finding a healthcare niche 
that hasn’t been served. 

Edelen cited Rockcastle County Hospital, which has become a 
niche provider of ventilator dependent care and the coalition formed 
by Morehead’s St. Claire Regional Medical Center and Highlands 
Regional Hospital in Paintsville to provide more efficient care, im¬ 
prove patient access and adapt to changes under the reform law. 

Adaptations might be a hard pill to swallow for many rural hos¬ 
pitals because they call for yet more change in the rapidly changing 
health-care landscape of electronic health records, managed care, 
Medicaid expansion and full implementation of the Patient Protec¬ 
tion and Affordable Care Act. 

Edelen said adaptation is important for rural communities, for 
whom “the importance of rural hospitals cannot be understated. They 
provide health care to 45 percent of Kentuckians and in every com¬ 
munity they serve they act as one of the larger employers, paying a 
significant higher wage than the average community experiences.” 

He also cited many small hospitals that have formed relationships 
with larger networks to relieve the increased administrative burden 
associated with the three-year-old managed-care system. The report 
says half the hospitals studied have reported an increase in hours 
spent on administration. 

The report suggested that the state Cabinet for Health and Fam¬ 
ily Services negotiate better contracts with managed-care organiza¬ 
tions, partly to streamline MCO rules and paperwork to reduce the 
administrative burden. “We are optimistic that the current work of 
the cabinet to improve these contracts is going to bear real fruit,” 
Edelen said. 

The new contracts will start July 1. In an interview, Cabinet Sec¬ 
retary Audrey Haynes sounded optimistic about them but said she 
couldn’t give details. 

Haynes has been saying since she became secretary threes years 
ago that many hospitals must change the way they do business. She 
said in an interview that the readmission penalties have forced hos¬ 
pitals to change by providing better discharge planning, and utilizing 
outpatient services like home health, nursing homes and rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

One Kentucky hospital, in Nicholas County, has closed in the last 
year. Haynes said the cabinet is working with Fulton County, whose 
hospital was scheduled to close March 31, to explore how to con¬ 
tinue providing care at that facility, such as an emergency room or an 
ambulatory surgical center. 

Haynes recommended in the interview that all nonprofit hospitals 
put audited financial records and their tax returns on their websites 
and adhere to open-meeting laws. 

In lengthy response, included in the report, Haynes rejected Edel- 
en’s suggestion that her cabinet regularly monitor the fiscal strength 
of rural hospitals. She said in the interview that would pose a conflict 
of interest, since the cabinet regulates the hospitals. 

Edelen’s analysis of hospitals’ financial health was based on per¬ 
centage of revenue kept as profit, number of days of cash on hand, 
debt financing, and depreciation. It found that the financial condi¬ 
tion of 68 percent of Kentucky’s rural hospitals scored below the 
national average. 

Edelen’s office also surveyed rural hospital administrators, held 
11 public hearings and met with representatives of all five Medicaid 
managed-care companies. His report found that: 

* Rural hospitals that were geographically well-positioned, such 
as Pikeville Medical Center, scored high while geographically-iso¬ 
lated hospitals, like those in Clinton and Wayne counties, scored low. 
The Clinton County Hospital is in bankruptcy to restructure debt in¬ 
curred for an expansion and modernization. 

* The Pikeville hospital, formerly Pikeville Methodist, was one of 
only three judged to be in excellent financial health. The others were 
critical-access hospitals in Franklin and Morganfield. 

* Critical-access hospitals, which limit their beds, services and 
patient stays to qualify for federal reimbursement at 101 percent of 
cost, scored better than regular acute-care hospitals. They accounted 
for seven of the 14 that were above the national average and thus 
were rated “good.” 

* Fifteen hospitals were rated “fair” and 15 were rated “poor.” 
Westlake Regional Hospital in Columbia, which is in bankruptcy, 
was at the bottom, far worse than the next highest, St. Joseph Mount 
Sterling. 

* The number of health-care providers across the state—partic¬ 
ularly in rural Kentucky—dropped significantly between 2013 and 
2014. The cabinet disputed this finding, based on different measure¬ 
ments.

would appoint two members to 
the board, they are apparently 
not required to have to vote on 
whether or not to put on a tran¬ 
sient tax. 

Stearns believes a tourism 
board would be highly beneficial 
to the city and county, with the 
body’s primary functions being 
in the area of promoting the area 
across the rest of the state and the 
country, letting everyone know 
about the lakes, recreational op¬ 
portunities, commerce, and even 
the industrial opportunities the 
county has to offer. 

The funding of the board 
would come from the tax and 
the use of the funds, under state 
statutes, is limited and cannot be 
used by either city or county gov¬ 
ernment, but could be used for 
promoting the aforementioned 
benefits the city and county has 
to offer. 

Stearns said such a board 
could also apply for matching 
type state grants for certain proj¬ 
ects. 

In an effort to involve the 
community in the idea, Stearns 
said she has discussed the pos¬ 
sibility of a tourism board with 
the mayor, the local chamber of 
commerce and others. 

Stearns first briefly outlined 
her efforts for such a tourism 
board at the last meeting of Clin¬ 
ton Fiscal Court and apparently 
intends to present the idea of pos¬ 
sibly taking action to implement 
a transient tax at the next regular 
meeting on April 16.

Shortcut Rd. or the 127 By-Pass. 

The names of the person or 
persons responsible for building 
and obtaining the explosive de¬ 
vice, which ended up being what 
is being described by authorities 
as a “pipe bomb,” hasn’t been 
released by the Kentucky State 
Police. 

It was confirmed by Marcum 
that juveniles were involved and 
those names will most likely not 
be released to the public. 

The Clinton County News 
contacted KSP Detective Chris 
Walker Monday morning con¬ 
cerning the investigation, and at 
that time, he said no one has been 
charged in the incident, but the 
investigation is ongoing. 

Officials kept the parking lot 
blocked off for nearly four hours 
late Saturday night into early 
Sunday morning. 

Most of the down time was 
due to the arrival of the KSP 
HDU or Hazardous Devices Unit 
to travel from Frankfort to assess 
the situation. 

Just after 2 a.m. Sunday 
morning, a loud bang was heard, 
resulting in the bomb squad dis¬ 
assembling the pipe bomb with a 
remote control robotic unit. 

According to KSP Trooper 
Warinner, the robotic unit is sim¬ 
ilar to those used oversees in the 


military. 

The KSP HDU consists of 
four hazardous devices techni¬ 
cians certified by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigations. Tech¬ 
nicians have received training in 
aspects of hazardous materials 
response in accordance with the 
Occupation Safety and Health 
Administration regulations. 



They are also certified with Fed¬ 
eral Emergency Management 
Administration (FEMA) and the 
National Incident Management 
System (NIMS). 

The investigation is ongoing 
by the Kentucky State Police, 
Albany Police Department and 
the Clinton County Sheriff’s 
Department.

The groups had initially de¬ 
cided to go “door-to-door” to 
take applications from residents 
who need a smoke alarm, but in¬ 
stead opted to set up at a central 
location to allow people a place 
and times to come and sign-up 
to get the smoke detectors. They 
targeted the city residents first 
and will then give all county resi¬ 
dents in need of a smoke alarm a 
chance to sign up. 

Not only does the project pro¬ 
vide free smoke detectors, but 
can also give more than one per 
home if a dwelling is more than 
a one-story site. For example, if 
a home has a basement, and/or 
an upstairs, they can get a free 
smoke alarm for each level of the 
home. 

Even more, anyone who al¬ 
ready has a working smoke alarm 
that is more than 10 years old can 
get a free replacement and resi¬ 
dents who have smoke alarms 
can also receive free batteries to 
be installed in those detectors. 

Another goal of the group 
is to educate the public of the 
importance of having an oper¬ 
able smoke alarm in their home 
and help them make it part of a 
routine to keep them operating 
properly by checking to make 
sure they work, changing bat¬ 
teries when needed, etc. 

Albany Fire Chief Rob¬ 
ert Roeper expressed the im¬ 
portance of smoke alarms in 
homes, saying that when a home 
is on fire, smoke will actually 
not wake a person, but actually 
make them sleep, but the sound 
of a smoke alarm will usually 
awaken people. “Some people 
don’t think a smoke alarm is 
important...until you’ve had a 
fire, then it’s too late,” he said. 

Both the fire department and 
Red Cross have worked many 
fires where there were no smoke 
detectors at all in the home and 
in some cases, there may be 
smoke alarms that either aren’t 
working or where the batteries 
have gone dead. 

The smoke detectors will be 
delivered in May and will be 
installed on May 9 and 16 (Sat¬ 
urdays). 

The Eeo Club members, a 
Red Cross Representative, and 
members of the Albany Fire 


Department will form teams 
from each organization to deliver 
and install the smoke alarms to 
residents to receive the smoke 
alarms. 

Williams noted that Feo Club 
members would remain outside 
the residence while Red Cross 
members would supply informa¬ 
tion on escape plans in case of 
fire, and so forth and the fire de¬ 
partment member would actually 
install the new detector and/or 
batteries. She said that members 
who are under 18 would also be 
accompanied by an adult during 
the process of delivering the de¬ 
vices to the homes. 

It should be stressed that the 
ongoing project is free to all 
homes in the county, as well as 
the importance of having smoke 
alarms for basic safety in case of 
a home fire. 

Anyone wishing to receive a 
free smoke alarm, or in need of 
battery replacement through Fri¬ 
day can call the Foothills Wel¬ 
come Center from 4-6 p.m. at 
387-8724. Persons can also con¬ 
tact either Armstrong, Roeper or 
any Feo Club member for more 
information about the project.

Life-saving, landmark legislation 
achieved in closing hours of session

Life-saving, landmark legislation was achieved by the Kentucky 
General Assembly during the final hours of the 2015 short session. 
Senate Bill 192, a comprehensive approach to address the scourge 
of heroin addiction in Kentucky reached final passage after countless 
hours of bipartisan work throughout this session. In fact, this is the 
third year that the Senate has led the charge on heroin legislation. 
The bill was signed into law Wednesday morning by Gov. Beshear, 
and is now in effect due to an emergency clause. 

The legislation will provide new tools to curb the deadly impact 
of heroin in our state. Penalties for dealing and trafficking increase 
to keep these criminals off the streets. 

New provisions include a new crime punishable by up to 10 years 
in prison for importing heroin into Kentucky with the intent to dis¬ 
tribute or sell it. Addicts will have more resources for treatment and 
diversion with an infusion of over $10 million to go toward reha¬ 
bilitation options . 

Also local elected officials will have options of setting up needle 
exchanges which is hoped to prevent the spread of diseases like HIV 
and Hepatitis C and bring addicts into health centers where they may 
receive treatment referral. 

The bottom line is, this legislation hopes to lessen access to hero¬ 
in, and most importantly, save more lives lost to overdose and other 
lethal results of heroin use. 

Working well past midnight on the final day of the session, other 
critical measures were resolved through intense negotiations be¬ 
tween the Senate and the House. Our forefathers and architects of the 
constitution deliberately made law-making complex, and for good 
reason. Using the process in place, we were able to reach agreement 
on stabilizing the road fund important to Kentucky’s infrastructure, 
and add a layer of protection to victims of dating violence. 

To keep the road fund sound, The Senate and House agreed on 
House Bill 299 which sets a new minimum rate for the tax at 26 cents 
per gallon. That’s less than the current rate of 27.6 cents per gallon. 
After that, the rate may raise or fall as much as 10 percent a year, 
similar to the current system. 

Senators answered a call to provide civil protection from domes¬ 
tic violence, sexual abuse or stalking in the form of a protective order 
by giving final passage to House Bill 8. The bill also streamlines the 
process to obtain protective orders for other victims, and allows an 
order to be expunged from someone’s record if a judge dismisses the 
order. 

Currently, victims of dating violence in Kentucky must file crimi¬ 
nal charges against their partner in the hope of preventing ongoing 
abuse. 

Only victims who are married to, have a child with, or live with 
their abuser can seek civil protection from domestic violence or 
abuse, physical violence, or stalking as specified under current law. 
HB 6 provides the same protections under a different section of the 
statutes. 

Combating heroin, resolving falling road fund revenues were two 
major needs that the Senate and House acted on in the final days of 
the session. However, other beneficial measures also were successful 
this year. 

Child booster seats House Bill 315 requires booster seats to be 
used in motor vehicles by children who are less than eight years old 
and are between 40 inches and 57 inches in height. 

Ignition interlock. Senate Bill 133 expands the use of ignition 
interlocks for people caught driving under the influence of alcohol. 
It supplements hardship licenses - special licenses allowing people 
with suspended licenses to drive to work, school and doctor’s ap¬ 
pointments - with ignition interlocks. 

That’s a device about the size of a mobile phone that is wired into 
the ignition system of a vehicle. A motorist must blow into the device 
in order to start their vehicle. 

Tax check-offs. I sponsored Senate Bill 82 that creates state in¬ 
come tax refund check-offs to support pediatric cancer research and 
Kentucky’s rape crisis centers. SB 82 originally focused solely on 
creating a tax check-off to support pediatric cancer research but was 
amended to include a check-off for rape crisis centers. 

My colleagues and I will go back to our districts now, and, begin¬ 
ning in the summer, continue to meet and work on issues during the 
interim period and through joint committee meetings.

After the harsh winter weather here 
forced one postponment from a schedule 
February, a crowd of team members from 
both the Tennessee Heart clinic and the 
Clinton County Hospital joined other local 
residents as well as government and civic 
leaders for a ceremony in front of the local 
hospital officially recognizing the opening 
of the new heart clinic service here. 

The Tennessee Heart clinic facilities are 
located inside the Clinton County Hospital 
and with a regular schedule of providing an 
on-site cardiologist in Albany every other 
week on Tuesday afternoon, local patients in 
the Clinton County area now have the con¬ 
venience of seeing a Cookeville cardiologist 
in Albany instead of traveling to Cookeville 
for every visit. 


For one Clinton County native and now 
a member of the clinic staff working out of 
Cookeville, the opening of the local clinic 
has a powerful meaning. 

“I have a lot of people in Clinton County 
who I dearly love and I wanted to make sure 
they had this care available right here at 
home,” Mitch Stonecipher told the Clinton 
County News last Tuesday afternoon just 
minutes prior to the ribbon cutting ceremo¬ 
ny. “We worked very, very hard to make this 
happen for Albany and Clinton County.” 

Stonecipher, who grew up in the Duvall 
Valley Community of Clinton County, is 
now an RN and serves as the Director of In¬ 
vasive Cardiology Services for the Cookev¬ 
ille Regional Medical Center, the hospital 
where Tennessee Heart is based. 


The physicians at Tennessee Heart are 
on the medical staff at Cookeville Regional 
Medical Center and provide services through 
the Heart and Vascular Center at Cookeville 
Regional. 

Currently staffed with ten cardiologists 
and one electrophysiologist (heart rhythm 
specialist), Tennessee Heart originally 
opened in Cookeville in 1994 and has a pa¬ 
tient base consisting of people from coun¬ 
ties throughout the Upper Cumberland and 
southern Kentucky. 

The new outreach clinic at the Clinton 
County Hospital is one of seven clinics cur¬ 
rently being operated in the area surround¬ 
ing Cookeville, Tennessee.
